From the present report it. is inferred that ground 
attack, aircraft were apparently again stationed in COTTBUS* The 
ground attack aircraft transferred to STAAKEB possibly returned 
to COTTBUS since they were not observed in STAAKEH on 24 Septem- 
ber 1949. COTTBUS was apparently occupied by both a ground at- 
tack regiment and a bomber regiment previously stationed in 
GdOh LA 13LUG » Expa nsion work at the COTTBUS airfield was confirmed 
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
